Americans Will Find a Large Field For 
Activity in the Gold, Coal, Petro- 
leum and Asuhalt Poaaiblll- 
ties of Abyssinia. 

Marseillee. Feb. 1,— Tho following 
details of the governmental mission to 
King Meneiik, of Abyssinia, which was 
led by United SUtee Conaul Robert P. 
Iklnner, hava basa obtained. Mr. 
Skinner's party arrived here Saturday 
on board the iiom^ Victoria. 

The American marines and blue 
Jackets who accompanied the expedi- 
tion were left a( Aden and went on to 
Join the Aoaerictti gobboat Maehias. 

Consul Skinner and the other mem- 
bers of the party are in good health, 
and they speak enthusiastically of the 
reception accorded them by King Men- 
eiik. On the way to the coast the par- 
ty saw one elephant and heard a num* 
ber of lions, but experienced no ex- 
citing adventures. In the course of 
an Interview Mr. Skinner said: 

"I^resident Roosevelt selected a most 
opportune time for establishing rela- 
tion^ with E^thlopa, as Americans here- 
tofbre have been too tndifterent to the 
remarkable development which is now 
going on in Abyssinia. Our cotton 
goods pass tlirongh many hands iH'foro 
being sold at high prices in Abyssinia, 
but now Americans have an opportu- 
nity to conduct their own trade, king 
Meneiik will send some of the pro- 
(lii -t" of hip coimtry to the St. Tyouls 
exposition, a.'! wc^U a.s a commission 
(MjmiHised of able men, to show the 
Americans commercial opportunities 
in Abyssinia. The king Is a broad- 
minded statesmen who will welcome 
Americans." 

During the visit of the Skinner par- 
ty at the capital. King Meneiik receiv- 
ed them surrounded by an Imposing 
assemblage of 2,000 functionaries. The 
escort of American marlnea eatabllsh- 
ed a camp called "Camp Roosevelt," 
which attracted a great deal of In- 
terest. 

The king made a personal inspection 
of the camp, which lasted for three 
hours, and after having witnessed the 
naaeutjra of the marines, he asked 

one of the men for his gun and loaded 

and flred It. This act on the part of 

the king pleased the visitors greatly. 
The Americans were impressed with 
the assimilative ability of the Abyssl- 
nlans. Consul Skinner saying that the 
country is being rapidly modemlxed, 
and that new roads, bridges, water 
suppliers, telephones and telegraph 
lines are being eonsfruitod. He eon- 
sldera the Abyssinians t() be the "Jnp- 
anc^Kc " of .Africa. He points out, how- 
ever, that the postal and banking sys- 
tems are defective and unsatisfactory. 
The noney is on a silver basis. Cnn- 
Rtal flklnner believes that Aniericm.s 
will find a large field for activity in 
the gold. eoal. petroleum and asphalt 
possibilities of Abyssinia. 

An official report of the result of the 
mission has been fwwarded to Wash- 
ington.

Chicago, Feb. 1.— Personal injury 
suits amounting to $38,666,962 are 
pending i^nM the city of Chicago, 
according to the report of City Attor- 
ney John F. SroulskI, made public Sun- 
day. Tho council, the legislature and 
finally the people are apiwaled to for 
relief. Sidewalk injuries caused the 
most of the injury suits. 

Mr. Smulskl in bis report shows that 
the interests combining to loot the 
city In this way amount practically to 
an organization. Namc^ of lawyers, 
mcxstly young men, and doctors, occur 
with great frequency in the list ot 
suits. Tho city attorney saya the pil- 
ing up of aults will Inevitably con- 
tinue for some years even should the 
city at once begin to tear up every 
wooden sidewalk. 

The city attorney says the main 
cause of this condition Is the deplora- 
ble state of the city's finances, which 
mak'eil tt impossible to care properly 
for its streets and sidewalks. The 
remedy, he says, Is a new city char- 
ter. The many Judgments awarded 
against the city are pointed out and 
Attorney Smulskl says that unless fa- 
vorable action Is taken In regard to a 
new charter Inevitable bankruptcy will 
result. . .

Two Men Are Under Suspicion and 
Half of Bedford Think One Is 
Guilty and tha Othar H«ir B^ 
I leva Him Innocent. 

DcHlford, Ind., F< l) 1.- Ten day,' 
have gone by since the murder of Misa 
Sarah Schafer, "the pretty teacher ol 
L&Uu in the hi^ school here. Local 
officials. MX dmetivst ud so fivwa- 
paper men have been constantly at 
work since the morning following the 
murder when tho body \va.s discovered, 
but the murderer has not been found. 

On the night ot Thursday, January 
21, Miss Schafer left (be supper table 
at the home of Mrs. Addle Smith, on 
Lincoln street, at C:33 o'clock, to go 
five bloc ks to tho homo of one of her 
pupils, llain was pouring. She wore 
a Tarn c»' Shanter cap, a short walking 
skirt. 

The next morning her body was 
found In a carriage shed 40 feet from 

Lincoln street, in an alley in the next 
block from lier boarding house. She 
had been attacked by a man who, ei- 
ther luiliing at the entrance of the 
alley of overtaklag her at this point 
had, either on the street, at the alley's 
mouth, or a few feet up its dark road- 
way, dealt her a stunning blow and 
then crusluvl her sliuil with a jagged 
pie<e of brick. 

The body was found partly under a 
carriage in the shed. The skirts were 
conspicuously disarrangeil. Part of 
the tmderclothlng had lieeii torn away 
and tiirnwn on fhc> ^'riuind. The bod- 
ice had been torn open and there were 
marks of a blcxxly hand on the Inside. 
Detectives have been working on the 
theory that the murderer was actuated 
by criminal brutlshness and had at- 
temptcMl assault or with devilish 
shrewdness had arranged the IxkIv to 
give this impression after killing the 
girl, while actuated by a buret of nn- 
controllable anger.
